The President. said he hoped the 


conference discussion would assuerae 
a wide range, including moans of re- 
storing labor conditons to a normal 
basis as spon as possible-"and to ef- 
fecting-snch fresh allocation's-of labor 
and industry as the circumstances 
may make necessary." 


Touching upon the peace conference 


he said the conferees at Paris regard- 
ed themselves ouly as servants of 
about 700,000,000 people of the world 
and not as their masters. 


Consequently, said the President, 


the conferees are-anxious to keep in 
close sympathy with the peopled whom 
they represent "to find out how we can 
best assist In making their lives what 
they wish them to be by giving them 
the opportunity that they ought to 


i have." 


The President spoke briefly confin- 


ing himself largely to welcoming the 
visitors and promising complete feder- 
al cooperation. He explained that the 
demands upon his time during the day 
and a. half, he could remain in Wash- 
ington made it impossible for him to 
participate in the conference;
